OW MR. FUTVOYE WAS TREATED. 


‘Tho name of Geo. Futroye, Em, QC, 
having without his knowledge teen men 
tioned im an article copied by us from 
Le Courrier & Outauaie aa that of one who 
had. been under the necessity of complain 
ing of the same insulting language hwing 
been applied to him by the Collector, a» 
was addremed to one of the School 
Trustees om Thurmlay last, we have re 
ceive! « visit from thet gentleman assuring 
as (that the statement, #0 far as it 
(5004, is quite correct. 

The following details of the nature of 
the insul: will convey to our reader some- 
thing farther of the character of the man. 
It appears that a notice was issued by the 
Collector at the commencement of the pre- 
sent year informing the citisens that be 
would be at hisuffice from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m 
daily; until the 28th February, to receive 
such taxes as remained unpaid. 
Within the prescribed time str. Futvose 
called ator sent to the Collector's office 
number of times (in all eleven) always 
between 10 and 11 a, m., with the amount 
of the taxes in cash, Lut on no one of 
thoapeleven times could ingress be ob- 
tained jo his office, which was besieged by 
a large number of cituens desirous of 
avoiding the Collector's vengeance. 

On the tenth of March a cheque on the 
Bank of Montreal, and accepted by that 
bank, for the sum of forty-six (#46) dol 
lars, was sent to Mr. Preston to discharge 
‘the taxes due by Mr. Futvoye. Mr. Pres 
ton refused to take the cheyue, and re 

ie Meith an amanda! account KF 
(847) dollars, stating that law 
costs to the amount of one (81) dollar had 
been incurred. 

Shortly after Mr. Futvoye called at the 
Collector's office with forty seven (#7) 
dollars in cas? which he tendered to him 
mith the amended account, stating that 
the um of forty-six ($46) dollars was for 
the taxes due, and one dollar for the law 
conta alleged to have accrued, apd request: 
ing the Collector to fuinish a detailed 
statement of the costs incurred. ir 
Preston lore into pisces the stitement, 
gives feeb one receipted for forty-six 
(#46) dollars, and threw back the one dol 
lar, suying: “Take back your dollur, 1 
don’t want your money.” 

Un enquiry why he had previously re 
fused & cheyue, which was as good as 
cab, Mr. Preston said “he had 0 con 
fidence in the Bank of Montreal, and had 
already had too much trodble with the 
youngsters employed in that establish 
ment,” adding that as Mr. Futvoye had 
his receipt he had better leave the office, 
as many such “pups as him had 
been already kicked out by him." 

We understand that, fearing pollution 
from the soles ut the Collector's hoes, the 
‘gentleman withdrew. ‘This ie a fair spect 
men of tbe manner in which respectable 
citizens are treated by the rulfianly Co!

THE RIMOUSKI POSTMASTERSHIP. 


Th wus assorted by the Globe last week 
that the Postmaster at Rimouski, Mr. 
Couilland, bad been dismimed in conse- 
quence of his having been guilty of some 
slight incivility to the Minister of Public 
Works, Presuming that this statement, 
like most of those which «pear in the 
Globe relative to any member of the Ad- 
ministration, was an incorrect one, we 
wore at some pains to arrive at the facts of 
the case.
